No. 11—Training and Testing One's 


Self 


Merely reading these suggestions 


is not sufficient. They become valu- 
able only as each person uses them 
for drilling and testing. Some me- 
thods to be employed are the follow- 
ing: 


Hum or whistle the 
melodies. 


Nearly every composition has the 
melody in the upper voice where it 
can be. easily followed.

REWARDING THE AUTHOR OF THEESCH-CUMMINS 
LAW

John J. Each first took his seat in the 


Kfty-sixth Congress, in December, 1899. 
Ja December, 1903, at the opening session 
fit the Fifty-eighth Congress, Mr. Esch 
twas assigned to the Hoase Committee on 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce and he 
.eerved continuously on that committee 
tm-tn his retirement March 4, 1921. At 
the first session of the Sixty-fourth Con- 
gress, in May, 1916, Mr. Esch became the 


:Tanknrg Eepublkan member of the com- 
mittee, and in July, 1919, the Kepu'blicans 
having regained control of the Congress, 


. he succeeded to the chairmanship. 


An examination of the records of Con- 


gress during the seventeen years of Mr. 
Eech's service on this important commit- 
tee, will show that he has been in sub- 
stantial accord with the governmental 
policies under which the carriers of the 
country have been brought to their pres- 
ent plight, and that Ms attitude, revealed 
in his speeches and votes, has been one of 
consistent friendliness to the railroads. 


Beginning in the early years of the 


present century, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, composed of men who fore- 
saw the collapse of the transportation 
system under existing conditions, made 
urgent appeals to the Congress to restrain 
those who were looting the railroads and 
exacting extortionate rates from the con- 
suming public. 


Year after year the Commission ap-" 


pealed to Congress to enact laws which 
would pat a stop to discriminatory rates, 
over-capitalization, the manipulation of 
Securities and other abuse* which were 


fast undermining the service and destroy- 
ing the credit of American railroads. In 
its annual reports, over a period of a de- 
cade, the Commission urged Congress to 
pass a valuation law, so that the honest 
value of the railroads might be ascertain- 
ed and made the basis for just-and rea- 
sonable rates. 


During this entire period, except for 


his advocacy of block signal systems and 
safety appliance laws, Mr. Esch joined 
with his colleagues on the committee in 
ignoring the recommendations of the 
body of which it is now proposed he shall 
become a member. It was not until the 
fight for valuation had been practically, 
won, and even the railroads had yielded 
-to the inevitable, that Mr. Esch became 
a strong advocate of that policy in Con- 
gress. 


In the light of one year's application 


of the Transportation Act, it can be stat- 
ed that Mr. Esch was in error on nearly 
every point touched, upon in his speeches 
advocating the bill in the Houee. 


The rate guaranty instead of "vastly" 


stimulating "commerce and. transporta- 
tion," as he predicted, has encouraged ex- 
travagance, inefficiency, and fraud. . 


The Interstate Commerce Commission,, 


in applying Section 422; admitted:that it 
was a guaranty, and that no option was 
left to the Commission in arriving at a 
"j ust and reasonable rate." 
.'/. 


Finally, in determining "aggregate 


value," the Commission was forced to ac- 
cept $18,900,000,000,--within % of one- 
per cent of the figure Mr. Esch: said would 
not be accepted-yas the: ^aggregate 
value" of the railroads. iiiWhen this was 
done, the falwiuidflctitioua'''book val- 


ues" of the railroads, representing the ac- 
cumulated fraud of years of stock manip- 
ulation and over-capitalization, became 
the basis upon which profits were guar- 
anteed to the owners of railroad securi-; 
ties, out of rates levied upon the public. 


As soon as the Transportation Act 


went into effect, March 1, 1920, its evils 
became apparent. 
The railroads began 


to pile up deficits averaging $105,000,000 
a month, whereas the .deficits during the 
period of federal operation had been.less 
than $28,000,000; a month. From March 
1 "to-September !;• when the roads were 
guaranteed their • profits directly from 
the Treasury"; under the Esch-Cummins 
Law, the total deficit incurred in time of 
.war by the Government, for twenty-six 
months, had been :only $715,000,000. 


On July 31, the Interstate Commerce 


Commission obeyed the mandate of the 
Each-Cummins Law, which guaranteed 
profits of 5V> per cent on "aggregate 
value," by advancing passenger rates 20 
per cent, freight rates 35 per "cent, .and 
Pullman rates 50 per cent. On August 
26, these advanced Tates went into effect, 
and since that date the American people 
have been paying transportation charges 
which exceed the annual charges of any 
previous year by -more than TWO BIL- 
LION DOLLARS. With the increase in 
rates of August 26, the transportation 
bfll of the nation became about $7,000,- 
000,000 • year, or enough to. buy the 
transportation system, at the market 
value of nflroad securities, in less than 
two year*. 


So onerous were the, burdens imposed 


upon the people by the E*di-Oummin» 


Law, that that act became an issue in 
the campaign of 1920. 
Mr. Esch was 


again a candidate in the Seventh Wis- 
consin Congressional District, and upon 
that issue he was overwhelmingly repu- 
diated, by his constituents. 


The third session of the Sixty-sixth 


Congress met in December, 1920.. The 
transportation system had collapsed., 
Traffic was stalled by prohibitive rates. 
and the shipper and the consumer were 
clamoring for relief. 


, 
As Chairman .of the House Committee 


j on Interstate' and Foreign Commerce, Mr. 
. Esch brought .in two bills affecting the- 
railroads; both of which were endorsed by 


r the Kailroad Security Holders, the;Rail- 
; way Executives, • and the' great financial 
interests which control the carriers. 
: 


. 
The -first -of these was a bill introduced 


by Mr, Esch December 6,1920, proposing 
to amend Section 501'of the Transporta- 
tion Act by suspending Section 10 of the 
Clayton Anti-Trust Act until January 1, 
1922. • ;; •" 
' 
' • ' • • '" .:. 
.-'..,;'. 


Section 10 of the Clayton Act was a\ 


penal statute enacted in 1914 to prevent 
the railroads from dishonestly and fraud- 
ulently "padding" their expenses • -for 
maintenance—ultimately to be paid by 
the public. in freight rates^by the'. pur-• 
chase of supplies and equipment fronv 
concerns owned' by the .-same interests 
which crwn the railroads. 


At the very time when Mr. Esch framed 


this amendment and reported it with the 
approval of his committee the Interstate 
Commerce Commissiorij was collecting evi- 
dence showing that the railroads were' 
•letting rvair and equipment coctaacta to - 


favored concerns, controlled by the rail- 
road directors themselves, at prices rang- 
ing from 100 to 400 per cent higher than 
normal levels. By this practice the de- 
ficits which the Esch-Cummins law had 
made payable out of the public treasury 
for the first six months of .private opera- 
tion, were' being augmented by hundreds 
of millions of dollars. 


Mr. Esch conducted perfunctory hear- 


ings on this, amendment" at which.,Mr. 
A. P. Thorn, the paid attorney of the Rail- 
way. Executives' Association, endorsed 
the amendment. After a brief statement 
to', the." House by Mr. Esch, which left 
Congress, entirely ignorant of the real 
purpose and effect of the amendment, the 
bill was passed and so far as it lay in the 
power of Congress to grant it, immunity 
was extended to the railroad owners for 
another year, relieving them of- prosecu- 
tion for illegal practices of which they 
had repeatedly been proven guilty. When 
the bill passed by Congress to legalize 
these practices came to the hand of Presi- 
dent Wilson, he -wisely vetoed it. 


Less than a fortnight after the amend- 


ment had been reported by Mr. Esch and 
rushed through the Senate and House, 
.the Interstate Commerce Commission, on 
its own motion, ordered a formal investi- 
gation of the contracts for supplies and 
equipment made by the railroads, and 
this investigation ia now in progress. 
Should the appointment of Mr. Esch be 
confirmed, he will sit, upon the semi-judi- 
cial body which is conducting this investi- 
gation' and as a Commissioner will pass 
upon the propriety of acts to w.hich he 
has already given"his assent as a legisla- 
tor, 
•..' • • " • ;

The other important bfll reported fa- 


vorably from the committee of which Hr. 
Esch'was chairman during the last ses- 
sion of Congress was the Winslow bill. 
This bill amended the Transportation Act 
by allowing the railroads to collect $631,- 
500,000 in guaranties from the Govern- 
.ment without making the final accounting 
and settlement provided for in the Trans- 
portation Act as passed. Great pressure 
was brought to 'bear upon Congress to en- 
act this amendment. 
It was finally 


adopted .and it is estimated that its pas- 
sage will'enable the roads to swell the 
amount of their guaranty by several hun- 
dred millions of dollars. 


These two bills, both in the interests 


of the railroads, were the only measures 
brought forward during the last session 
of Congress by Mr. Esch, dealing with the 
railroad 'situation. Considering the cir- 
cumstances 
under which they 
were 


framed and passed, serious doubt must 
arise as to the eligibility of Mr. Esch to 
membership on the Commission which is 
supposed to regulate the railroads in the 
interests of the people. 


However able or honest he may be, 


Mr. Esch ought not to be confirmed for 
appointment to the Interstate Commerce 
'Commission unless the Senate desires to 
perpetuate the ruinous policy under which 
the transportation system has collapsed 
and which'has burdened the consuming 
public with billions of dollars in unjust 
charges.
